1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
considered the IDS filed 01/16/09; the references presented are merely cumulative and do not 
render the claimed subject matter obvious. The prior art fails to teach or suggest a concentration 
gradient between the hole injecting material and the hole transporting material in the hole 
transporting region and a concentration gradient between the electron injecting material and the 
electron transporting material in the electron transporting region.
